ambitious program. Here are some OL' 
the Unrigs that the council decided to 
stand for at a meeting here: 


The enactment ot laws that will en 


able the United States, government to 
immediately take over as an exclusive 
goveinraent business within the Unit- 
ed States all manufa'-ture of arms, in 
strumeuts 
and 
munitions of war, 


thereby abolishing all private traffic 
and profits in the manufacture or sale 
of uil instrumentalities of war. 


Recommendations to the president 


of the United States that the policy of 
President Washington in 1703 prohib- 
iting the sale and shipment to bellig- 
erent nations ->£ munitions and instru- 
mentalities of v,-ar. as well as of ail 
materials used in the production and 
manufacture of the same. 


The council resolved that one of 


the main causes for the maintenance 
of large military and naval establish 
ments, which is a standing menace to 
peace between nations, is to be found 
in the fact that patent rights on and 
the manufactuie of arms and muni- 
tions and implements of war are in 
the hands ot international combina- 
tions of fa;'i'!i'i<'tc!, who ^"'1 tipir 
pioducts indiscriminately to the gov- 
ernments of the world and prqmolo 
the sale of s'.uh irodtuts by aroti^ns 
and encouraging prpodical war £>c-irc$ 
in different coi'iilries.
